Mat tie's story is not a new one. 
Not only is she deprived of those 
things which Nature has given 
almost everybody else, but she is 
left all alone in the world and de- 
pendent upon the kindness of those 
who kuow her. For six years she 
lived in the almshouse In this city, 
and in that time became known to 
many people hero. She wins friends 
wherever she goes. Her sense of 
touch is marvelous, and is to her 
all the rest together. She belie vi s 
that she can distinguish colors by 
the sense of touch, and has seem- 
ingly passed some remarkable tests 
in this direction. She will feel of 
the sleeve of a friend's dress, for 
instance, fingering it for a long time, 
and will then name the color whieh 
she supposes it to be. She is rarely 
ever mistaken. Although she can 
not hear nor see, she can in some 
way perceive the fact that a wagon 
is passing the house, and knows 
when music is being played in the 
room in whieh she is. 

Mattie is bright aud quick to 
understand. She knows nine lan- 
guages for the blind and hei clever 
ringers do work so beautiful that 
strangers stop to admire it. The 
making of the daintiest of baby 
sscques and boots, bead work and 
cans seats for chairs are among her 
accomplishments, and she contrives 
to make her own clothes, to keep 
up htr correspondence, to clean 
her own room at the home, and ot 
do her own washing and Ironing, 
iously enough, Mattie can talk. 
Being unable to hear what she says, 
aud to govern the tones, her utter- 
ances sound unnatural, but she is 
easily understood. 

One of Mrs. MeCarabridge's 
guests last week was Charles Job- 
ert, of this city. Mr. Jebert is 
blind, aud the three made up a 
strange party as they sat conversing 
in the only methods that were pos- 
sible to them and laughing at an 
occasional joke. Mr. Jebert and 
Miss Moorohouse were sightless, the 
latter and Mrs MeCsmbridge were 
deaf and Mrs. MoCambridge was 
mute. In spite of these difficulties

It is not lo be wondered then that 
the lOVi and esteem shown liev. 

Dr. Gallaudet by these people some- 
times appeared greater than that 

bestowed upon their own pastor. 
His presence here was always an 
inspiration to his faithful friends. 
The.V would welcome him with a 
joy that elearh showed Iheir grati- 
tude to him. So child like was their 
their faith In him that they regard- 
ed him as their best friend and 

leader in the faith of Jesus Christ, 

These happy relations continued un- 
broken unlo the end. The people 
now realize that their gOOil friend, 

comforter and helper, will never 

visit them again and feel the loss 
keenly. So they revere and cherish 
his memory more than evi*r. Ami 
no man of these limes is more
